‘In spite of the defeat inflicted on 
Shum _Hung-ying’s, = Kwarigsi 
troops, Sun’ Yat-sen’s path at Can- 
ton is’ becoming strewed with 
thorns and is causing his adherents 
considerable anxicty. It was 
thought that with the removal of 
the danger in the shape of the 
ominous attitude of Shum’s follow-. 
ing which afterwards developed 
into open conflict, Sun's position 
would have improved but eveats 
have followed one another with 
rapidity, portending a serious bid 
to again oust him from Canton. 

It wilk be recalled that the Yune 
‘nans, after considerable sacrifices, 
drove the Kwiuigsi-ites, who had 
_ been reinforced by Northern 
* troops sent. dowa by Wu Pei-fu, 
out of the Canton-Shinkwan Rail- 
way region, Shiuhing was relieved 
through the merchents paying a 
monetary consideration tw the 
Kwanysi woops holding the town, 
the merchants preferring to pay up 
rather thai have the town bombard 
ed by Sun's troops, Victories on 
these two fronts were discounted 
by reports of defeats on the East:

Shiu-lun, a, pro-Chun 
general, have captured Swatow 
from Sw Yat-sen’s ‘troops under 
Hsu Shung-chi. It was known for 
some time that-movements were 
going on in the neighbourhood but 
very little news came through and 
what did get in was not always 
authentic. 

It appears that some pro-Sunt 
Cantonese soldiers Deloaging to 
LS Fook-lum’s detachment «were 
ordered to give batrie to Lam Fu's 
troops who ‘advanced from the 
north-west. Li, however, returned 
to Caaton and his troups Jeft their 
posts’ without fighting. Before 
Chan's men got into Swatow, Hsu 
Shing-chi commandeered 2 nume 
ber of Chinese vesscls and tes 
drew the majority of his following. 
Some proceeded by land to Kit 
Yeung while-others moved towards 
Wii Chow, This means that his 
hitherto large following is now 
split up and jts fighting power con- 
siderably reduced. At onc time it 

was surmised that they would be 
able to keep the pro-Chan forces in 
check till the East River was 
cieared when a combined attack 
would be made o2 Waichow tp pave 
the way back to Canton. 

Of Hsu's troops who could not 
Ketaway in ime, some surrendered 
while others carded their arms 
and left fos Hongkong by the ss. 
“ Hydrange: 

A passenger whotravelled onthe 
ship gave an outline of the events 
prior to the fal of Swatow, to a 
China Mail reponer to-day. He 
said thet on the 23rd Chan’s troops 
had already occupied Ko Po and 
Lau Woag without meeting resist- 
ance, On the 23th Hsu Shung-chi 


[sent reinforcements to Chin On to 


stem the ovarush but Chan's allies 
had already moved up their field 
antillery and from sunrise to noon, 
camnonading could be heard in the 
outskirts of the town. By the 25th 
Caiu On was taken and it wits felt 
that Hsit would have to evacuate 
Swatow, 

The “Hydrangea” had much 
dificulty in getting coolics as most 
of them had been taken by. press- 

Kiungs to remove’ war material. 
Tt was said that Hsu wanted 
to commandeer the ship | but 
he desisied whem the British 
Cousul jpointed out that it 
flew the British ensign. It did not 
leave Swataw till late on Friday. 
The troops who travelled as pas- 
sengers left fog Canton by the 
night-boat which. also bad on 
baard Geéuerat Hsu's. brother. who 
is on a mission to Dr, Sun,

He also 
expresséd admiration for the 
travelling representatives of the 
B.-A. T. (he was not sure what the 
letters stood for), whu pashed their 
wares’ quietly through unexplored 
districts without a word being 
heard of their exploits, The 
Chinese postmen also came in for 
a word of praise. They plod their 
way through country infested with 
brigands, carrying bags of letters 
to their destination and doing 
splendid work, considering all the
